Dear  relic  of  the  olden  time  !  The 
quaint  old  spectacles  of  my  grand* 
mother!  I>>ng  years  have  fletl  since 
I  saw  .he  dear  old  lady.  Sorrows 
toauv  and  joys  not  a  few  have  come 
and  gone  since  then.  Yet  as  I  take 
these  old  lenses  from  their  worn 
morocco  case,  all  as  yesterday  cornea 
l Mick  a  crowd  of  recollections  I  may 
not  check,  and  with  each,  too;  its 
lessen  I  cannot  choose  but  heed. 

To  tny  own  clear  viaiou  in  child¬ 
hood  the  trees  in  summer  were  bright 
and  beautiful,  in  plumose  greenneas  ; 
the  snow  in  winter  was  grandli , 
radiantly  white,  though  soft  and 
smooth  as  an  angel  s  rube  of  purity  ; 
the  flowers,  and  tbe  birds,  the  stars 
and  the  sky  were  fair  and  glorious 
and  teeming  with  deep  wiAdbm  even

I  see 
sure  of  a  large  audleooe  to  welcome  him  tyranny  assume  the  form  of  gentle¬ 
ness,  and  slavish  fear  the  look  of  bold 


full  of  joy  and  blessing  ami  I  fondly 
thought  it  could  be  only  thus  forever. 

Often,  while  adjusting  these  cur-l 
iuua  and  antique  spectacle i  to  my 
eyes,  I  have  wondered  why  ray  grand¬ 
mother  used  them.  Sometimes  I 
would  get  them  on  askew,  sometimes 
the  wrong  side  uppermost,  hut  I 
would  always  lose  my  patience  to  find 
that  through  jhem,  whichever  way 
worn,  objects  would  appear  less  clear 
ly  defined,  au4  jless  grandly  beauti¬ 
ful  than  when  looked  at  with  my’owu 
unassisted  eyes.  The  effort,  too,  of 
looking  through  the  lenses  at  the 
letters  or  the  prints  in  a  book,  or  at 
distaijt  objects  yas  painful.  Now 
why  was  this  ;  when  my  grandmother 
would  gver  that  she  could  scarcely 
see  wit!*  ut  them  f  SLe  used  sagely 
to  endeavor  to  explain  the  matter  to 
me  by  saying:  '“Don't  you  know, 
ohild,  the  •fhutJCA  are  too  oUl  for 
you/"  This  rendered  the  difficulty, 
to  my  understanding,  not  a  whit  the 
less.  “Too  old" — I  used  to  repeat  to 
mysolf — “too  old.”  I  could  not  be¬ 
lieve  they  were  nearly  an  uld  as  dear 
old  grandmother’s  eies — how,  then 
were  spectacles  adapted  to  eves  l»y 
means  of  age?  I  Supposed  I  'could, 
of  course,  see  better  through  a  newer 
pair,  and  I  lost  no  time  in  trying'  the 
experiment.  But  no  -,  It  was  still 
the  same, — everything  was  musty,  in¬ 
distinct  and  distorted  as  beforq,  and 
I  tired  of  the  effort  it  cost  me  to  use 
them. 

But  now  I  am  older,  and  the  large 
old-fashioned,  iron  bowed  spectacles 
of  my  grandmother  fit  me  better. 
They  set  now  squarely  upon  my  face, 
ami  I  think  I  can  see  a  trifle  more 
clearly  through  them.  I  understand 
now  how  it  is  that  years  »go  they 
were  “too  old”  for  ihe. 

I  am  fain,  now,  to  regard  these 
ancient  glasses  as  ombodying  and 
representing  the  experience  of  gener¬ 
ations  that  are  passed  ;  and,  as  they 
teach  and  warn  me  again*!  the  fine 
appearances  of  things,  I  ate  enabled 
to  look  upon  fashion  and  folly  far., 
otherwise  than  I  used.  I  can  look 
deeper  into  virtue  and  vice  than  m 
the  years  that  have  gone. 

But,  in  particular — What  do  these 
magical  spectacles  of  experience  help 
me  to  Bee! 

First — I  see  much  that  passes  for 
grandeur  and  magnificence  is  only 
tinsel,  and  show,  and  false  pretense. 
Much  that  is  lauded  as  wisdom  is 
only  wordy  nonsense,  and  much, 
very  much  that  somehow  get*  itself 
revered  as  goodness,  and  charity,  and 
philanthropy,  is  but  the  manifestation 
of  a  selfish  pride,  a  Pharisaical  con. 
ceitedness  or  a  silly  greed  (for  human 
praise.  Then,  directing  !my  grand¬ 
mother’s  lenstB  toward  the  commerce 
of  the  world,  I  see  vastly  much  that 
seems  fair,  honorable  exchange,  is  but 
a  strife — a  passionate  struggle  for 
advantage.  “It  iB  naught,  it  is 
□aught  saith  the  buyer  :  but  when  he 
is  gone  his  way,  then  he  boasteth.” 

In  social  life,  too,  these  glasses  re¬ 
veal  to  me  much  of  misery,  w  here  to 
the  careless  observer  all  teems  calm 
and  serene  as  the  summer  sea.  Often 
and  often  people  that  meet  with  a 
bow  and  a  smile,  yea,  even  with  a 
kiss,  have,  down  deep  in  their  hearts, 
emotions  of  anger,  hatred,  envy, 
jealousy  or  revenge;  and  alas  .'  souls 
that  pretend  to  be  united  in  the 
holiest  bonds  are  full  of  iinkindness, 
yea, '  even  spite  and  hat*  for  each 
other. 

I  see  that  much  which  appears  to 
bq  mirth  covers  an  aching  void  of 
sadness,  and  much  that  would  appear 
holiness  is  but  arrant  knavery  and 
villainy  in  disguise. 

I  see,  too,  that  often  what  seems 
fair,  blooming  beautiful  health  is  but 
the  covering  of  foul  disease,  physical 
and  moral ;  and  often  beneath  what 
seems  deformity  do  I  discover  souls 
of  truth  and  excellence  and  purity 
and  constancy  and  power.  I  see  ap 
parent  benevolence  put  forth  merely 
to  hide  shivering,  cowardly  stinginess 


lies  and  the  foulest,  blackest  false¬ 
hoods  exalted  as  truth. 

I  see  the  sable  robe  of  mourning 
Covering  the  breast  that  feels  not 
sorrow,  while  many  poor  bereaved 
ones  have  not  wherewith  to  purchase 
even  a  badge  of  crape. 

But  these  spectacles  of  experience — 
the  old,  old  glasses  of  my  grand¬ 
mother  are,  even  now,  growing  pain 
ful  to  my  eyes !  Let  me  ho|>e  as  I 
remove  them,  for  the  time,  that  later 
generations  may  behold,  mere  and 
more,  .the  growth  aud  maturity,  the 
overspreading  and  overcoming  power 
of  the  now  upBpreading  good.
